MU  SINGS  OVER  CHRISTMAS. 

What  has  been  happening  in  the  numismatic  world  that  has  had  most  influence 
in  Britain  in  1964?  The  continued  buying  of  English  coins  in  America  especially 
by  one  firm ;  the  activities  of  a  number  of  new  small  dealers  who  are  taking  advantage 
of  the  American  market;  the  emergence  of  a  quarterly  coin  and  medal  magazine  in 
this  country.  But  probably  the  most  distressing  feature  to  the  fervent  numismatist 
has  been  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  investors. 

All  the  foregoing  features  have  helped  to  send  prices  rising  further  during  the 
year.  We  have  often  felt  that  the  top  of  the  market  had  about  been  reached,  but 
there  are  now  indications  that  in  certain  directions,  such  as  English  silver  and 
copper,  the  “  mad  ”  prices,  way  up  above  our  1965  catalogue,  and  what  we  ourselves 
are  charging,  have  reached  their  limit. 

Proof  coins  and  sets  of  all  countries  have  still  been  gaining  international  attention. 
Where  the  issues  are  almost  unlimited  sooner  or  later  some  people  are  going  to 
come  unstuck  with  their  investments,  but  otherwise  this  craze  may  continue  a 
little  longer  for  the  scarcer  pieces  though  prices  will  not  rise  indefinitely  by  geometric 
progression.  Price  resistance  is  already  being  felt  in  some  instances  and  we  would 
not  pay  more  than  a  third  of  what  some  dealers  are  asking  for  some  proof  sets. 

I  for  one  will  be  pleased  when  prices  become  more  stable,  when  the  investor 
disappears  and  we  are  left  with  the  genuine  collector.  Whether  it  will  occur  in 
my  lifetime  I  do  not  know,  but  I  hope  so. 

In  the  war  medal  and  decorations  field  the  rise  has  been  slower  and  more  uneven 
but  it  seems  to  have  gained  momentum  recently  and  is  on  the  way  to  catch  up  its 
sister  series — H.  A.  S. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS  OF  A  PLAUTIA  DENARIUS. 

By  G.  F.  Carter  and  W.  H.  Carter. 

While  analyzing  a  group  of  twenty  Roman  Republican  denarii  by  x-ray  fluor¬ 
escence,  we  discovered  that  a  denarius  of  A.  Plautius  (catalogue  number  B.13  or 
B.M.C.  39161)  has  an  unusual  composition.  Before  discussing  the  results  we  shall 
briefly  review  x-ray  fluorescence  analysis  and  its  application  to  coins. 

In  x-ray  fluorescence  analysis  the  x-rays  from  a  tungsten  or  chromium  target 
are  directed  onto  the  coin  being  analyzed.  The  tungsten  or  chromium  x-rays 
excite  the  chemical  elements  in  the  coin  and  cause  each  element  to  emit  its  charac¬ 
teristic  x-rays.  The  resulting  characteristic  x-rays  are  then  detected  by  instrument, 
and  the  chemical  composition  of  the  coin  may  be  calculated  from  these  data.  X-ray 
fluorescence  analysis  itself  is  completely  nondestructive.  However,  the  characteristic 
x-rays  emitted  by  the  coin  penetrate  only  a  few  ten-thousandths  of  an  inch  of  metal 
or  oxide  as  they  leave  the  coin.  Consequently  to  obtain  accurate  analyses,  the 
surface  oxides  should  be  removed  from  the  coin  before  analyzing  with  x-ray 
fluorescence. 

E.  T.  Hall  has  found  a  surface  depletion  of  copper  in  Imperial  denarii.2  We 
have  confirmed  this  and  also  have  found  a  similar  effect  in  all  silver  coins  containing 
cooper,  even  in  recently  minted  silver  coins.3  Lead  and  tin  appear  to  be  the  only 
other  elements  that  are  depleted  or  enriched  at  coin  surfaces.  If  a  silver  coin  is 
cleaned  by  light  electro-polishing  in  a  perchloric  acid  solution,  the  composition  of 
the  resulting  surface  of  the  coin  is  very  nearly  that  of  the  interior,  and  x-ray  fluor¬ 
escence  yields  a  reasonably  accurate  analysis.3 

A  description  of  the  Plautia  denarius  appears  below.  Unfortunately  the  coin 
was  photographed  only  after  cleaning  (Plate  10a).  Although  silver  coins  are  only 
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very  slightly  affected  by  electrolytic  cleaning,  the  condition  of  this  coin  deteriorated 
markedly  during  cleaning  because  of  its  unusual  composition. 

The  composition  of  the  Plautia  denarius  is  also  given  below.  The  coin  is 
primarily  a  tin-antimony  alloy.  Note  that  its  density  is  much  less  than  that  of  silver, 
10.5  grams  per  cubic  centimeter,  or  copper,  8.92  g.  per  cc.  Its  density  of  6.92  g. 
per  cc.  lies  between  the  densities  of  tin,  7.28  g.  per  cc.,  and  antimony,  6.68  g.  per  cc. 

The  elements  lead,  zinc,  copper,  nickel,  and  iron  were  probably  impurities  in 
the  original  tin  and  antimony  ores.  These  impurities  were  not  entirely  removed 
during  the  winning  of  the  ores  and  purifying  of  the  resulting  metals.  Small  amounts 
of  sulphur  and  chlorine  are  usually  found  in  coins. 

The  unusual  composition  of  this  denarius  and  the  fact  that  it  was  purchased 
from  B.  A.  Seaby,  Ltd.,  preclude  its  being  a  post-Roman  counterfeit.  It  is  either  a 
skilful  Roman  counterfeit,  or  it  was  struck  from  the  same  dies  used  for  the  legitimate 
issue  of  this  denarius.  If  the  latter  is  true,  it  may  be  proved  by  precisely  comparing 
this  coin  with  others  under  a  microscope. 

Another  specimen  of  the  A.  Plautius  denarius  was  found  by  x-ray  fluorescence 
to  be  primarily  silver,  similar  to  other  Republican  denarii.  The  silver  A.  Plautius 
denarius  was  struck  with  different  dies  from  the  tin-antimony  coin. 

According  to  R.  J.  Forbes  tin  objects  are  found  only  from  the  Late  Bronze  age 
onward.4  In  antiquity  tin  was  used  mainly  in  the  form  of  alloys,  such  as  bronze 
(copper-tin)  or  pewter  (tin-lead).  However,  tin  was  occasionally  used  as  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  silver,  as  apparently  was  the  case  for  this  denarius.  Forbes  mentioned 
that  there  is  a  high  antimony  content  in  copper  coins  of  the  Ileuici  and  the  Sequani, 
but  the  concentrations  were  not  specified,  and  we  have  been  unable  to  locate  the 
article  on  which  this  statement  is  based.  There  were  a  few  centres  in  antiquity  where 
it  was  common  practice  to  add  antimony  to  copper;  as  much  as  15-20%  antimony 
has  been  found  in  ancient  copper.  The  ancients  confused  tin  with  antimony; 
apparently  antimony  was  believed  to  be  impure  tin,  and  this  may  be  the  reason  for 
the  combination  of  tin  and  antimony  in  the  Plautia  denarius.  We  have  found 
several  per  cent  of  antimony  in  some  Roman  copper  coins  of  the  Republic. 

Tin  coins  are  rare,  especially  in  antiquity.  The  authors  are  unaware  of  any 
reports  of  tin-antimony  coins  in  the  literature.  It  should  be  most  interesting  to 
determine  whether  any  other  specimens  of  this  or  other  denarii  are  tin-antimony. 
Simple  inspection,  density  determination,  and  x-ray  fluorescence  analysis  without 
cleaning  should  tell  whether  other  coins  are  similar  to  this  specimen.

THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  TABORA  15-RUPEES.

There  is  surrounding  this  coin  a  considerable  accretion  of  romantic  but  unfounded 
stories  which  should  be  discarded.  The  true  story  itself  is  fascinating  enough  and 
can,  I  think,  be  established  with  certainty. 

There  is  little  published  information  in  English.  But,  as  might  be  suspected, 
German  sources  are  by  no  means  as  silent.  Indeed,  in  the  course  of  tracing  references 
to  the  Tabora  mint  published  in  Germany  during  and  just  after  the  1914-18  war 
I  was  delighted  to  discover  that  Professor  Schumacher,  who  was  directly  in  chaige 
of  the  gold  minting,  is  still  alive  and  well.  He  has  proved  a  stimulating  correspondent 
and,  of  course,  a  most  authoritative  source  of  information. 

At  the  beginning  of  1916  the  German  authorities  found  themselves  hampered 
by  a  shortage  of  metallic  currency  caused  by  hoarding.  It  was  accordingly  decided  to 
relieve  the  Deutsch  Ostafrika  Bank  of  the  obligation  to  issue  coins  in  exchange  for 
currency  notes  until  six  months  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities.  It  may  be  logically 
assumed  that  this  decision  also  released,  for  disposal  afresh,  the  bar  gold  which  had 
hitherto  been  held  as  backing  for  the  locally  printed  Interim  bank  notes. 

This  gold  comprised  250  kilograms  or  more,1  most  if  not  all  produced  by  the 
Sekenke  mine  after  the  allied  naval  blockade  had  made  its  export  impossible.  The 
amount  is  consistent  with  pre-war  production  figures.  It  was  decided  to  mint  it  into 
15  rupee  pieces  as  a  reinforcement  for  the  Interim  notes  which  by  their  unpreposses¬ 
sing  appearance  could  not  have  inspired  great  confidence.2  At  the  same  time  it 
was  decided  to  strike  large  quantities  of  brass  and  copper  20  and  5  Heller  pieces.3 

A  mint  was  accordingly  set  up  in  the  railway  workshops  at  Tabora.  Schumacher, 
who  was  then  32  years  old,  had  charge  of  striking  the  gold  and  Krenkel,  working  in 
all  probability  under  Schumacher,  the  brass  and  copper.  The  staff  consisted — as 
regards  the  gold — of  two  Indians  and  six  Africans  working  under  the  supervision  of  a' 
European,  together  with  seven  Sinhalese  goldsmiths  recruited  in  Dar  es  Salaam. 

Special  security  measures  were  of  course  required  for  the  striking  of  gold,  and 
a  shed  made  of  corrugated  iron  was  erected  in  the  workshops  area.  Within  it  the 
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necessary  equipment  was  assembled.  It  was  quite  simple  and  no  use  appears  to  have 
been  made  of  machinery  from  maritime  wrecks.  There  were  blacksmiths’  forges  for 
melting  the  metal,  and  crucibles  from  Sekenke  mine;  a  mill  for  rolling  rubber  sheets 
was  brought  from  Dar  es  Salaam4  and  adapted  for  rolling  ingots  into  strips  of  metal; 
a  small  hand  press  was  used  to  punch  out  blanks  from  the  hot  strip;  lastly,  a  hydraulic 
pipe-bending  machine,  operated  by  hand,  was  modified  for  the  actual  striking  process. 

It  would  have  been  preferred  to  have  placed  a  portrait  of  the  Emperor  on  the 
gold  pieces,  but  the  skill  and  the  implements  needed  for  doing  so  were  lacking.5 
A  competition  for  the  best  obverse  design,  a  charging  elephant  with  Kilimanjaro6 
as  background,  was  won  by  a  railways  employee,  R.  Voght,  and  his  drawing  executed 
by  the  Sinhalese  Vattheare,  who  also  engraved  the  reverse  die  of  the  imperial  eagle, 
with  its  surrounding  legend. 

Schumacher  records  with  justifiable  pride  the  consistency  of  weight7  he  achieved 
for  his  pieces  with  this  heterogeneous  equipment.  His  roller  was  quite  incapable  of 
producing  strips  of  such  accurate  thickness  that  all  blanks  punched  from  them  would 
weigh  the  same.  He  accordingly  rolled  to  something  more  than  the  minimum 
thickness  and  punched  overweight  blanks  which  were  then  filed  and  emery  papered 
down  to  the  requisite  weight  by  hand. 

This  work  was  entrusted  to  the  seven  goldsmiths,  who  were  soon  each  turning  out 
up  to  thirty  adjusted  blanks  a  day.  It  was  also  their  task  to  scrub  the  pieces,  after  they 
had  been  struck,8  with  brass  brushes  and  to  polish  them  with  soap  tree  oil. 

The  pipe  bending  machine,  after  2\  months  of  continuous  use,  broke  down. 
It  had  been  a  simple  piece  of  mechanism  consisting,  briefly,  of  an  upper  fixed  plat¬ 
form  in  which  the  obverse  die  was  mounted,  and  a  lower  movable  platform  carrying 
the  reverse  die  which  was  forced  up  against  the  obverse  die  by  hydraulic  pressure. 
The  blank  was  placed  on  the  lower  platform  within  a  spacing  ring  which  prevented 
the  two  dies  coming  too  close  together  and  squashing  the  blank  out  into  more  than 
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the  set  diameter.9  There  were  guides  to  control  the  movement  of  the  lower  plat¬ 
form  which  must  however  have  allowed  a  certain  amount  of  play.  Although  the  dies 
were  rotated  120  between  strikes,  this  would  have  caused  considerable  wear, 
particularly  on  the  moving  die.  After  the  breakdown  of  this  machine  the  work  of 
striking  the  coins  (I  am  not  certain  whether  that  of  preparing  the  blanks  was  included) 
was  transferred  to  Lulanguru,  25  km.  west  of  Tabora.  Here  a  press  for  extracting  oil 
from  groundnuts10  was  adapted  for  use;  it  was  steam  driven  and  a  great  deal  more 
efficient  than  the  hand  press,  as  production  figures  confirm. 

The  coin  when  encountered  today  varies  in  colour  from  a  reddish  to  a  light  gold. 
This  is  accounted  for  by  the  varying  amounts  of  copper  it  contains.  The  bullion 
produced  by  the  Sekenke  mine  contained  from  15  to  20%  of  silver;  it  was  not  refined 
further  before  being  exported.  The  German  authorities  had,  for  reasons  of  which  this 
may  well  have  been  one,  decided  to  produce  a  coin  containing  only  75%  pure  gold. 
It  was  accordingly  necessary  to  add  from  5%  to  10%  of  copper  to  the  alloy.  The 
resulting  piece  weighed  7.168  gr.  which  is  the  same  as  the  pure  gold  content  of  the 
20 — mark  gold  piece,  to  which  it  was  tariffed  as  equivalent  in  value.  Ignoring  the 
silver  content,  it  was  therefore  intrinsically  worth  25%  less  than  the  regular  gold 
pieces  in  circulation  which  it  supplemented. 

This  variation  in  colour  is  found  in  coins  of  both  reverse  dies.  The  existence 
of  two  reverse  dies  is  well-known;  the  second  die  can  be  readily  identified  by  the  two 
arabesque  on  either  side  of  the  eagle’s  head,  that  on  the  right  extending  beneath  both 
the  t  and  the  a  of  ostafrika  in  the  legend  whereas  ni  the  first  die  it  extends  only 
beneath  the  a  (see  Plate  10a).  Examined  under  high  magnification  the  difference 
between  the  two  is  even  more  remarkable,  the  engraving  of  the  second  die  seeming  to 
be  far  cruder  throughout  the  design,  although  underlying  this  crudity  there  is  a  precise 
correspondence  in  the  relationship  between  one  another  of  the  trivial  details  of  the 
design  in  each  died1  The  explanation  of  this  might  be  that  the  second  die  never  in  fact 
had  a  separate  existence.  It  was  simply  the  same  die  as  before,  heavily  re-engraved.12 
After  its  initial  engraving  the  die  was  tempered;  the  successive  blows  it  struck  when 
in  use  would  have  hardened  it  further.  This  would  account  for  the  apparently 
cruder  engraving  of  the  second  die;  the  metal  was  harder  to  cut.  But  Schumacher, 
to  whom  I  suggested  this  theory,  will  not  accept  it.  It  is  within  his  recollection  that 
he  prudently  had  a  second  die  made  and  used  it  at  Lulanguru13. 

The  story  had  gained  wide  currency  in  East  Africa  that  coins  from  the  second 
die  are  forgeries.  It  is  quite  untrue.  Schumacher  himself  remembers  the  variety  of 
the  reverse  clearly  and  in  i960  published  a  contradiction  of  the  story.14  It  was  first 
given  publicity  by  Krenkel  in  1925, 15  but  he  must  have  been  swayed  by  reports 
received  after  the  fact  from  East  Africa;  the  coin  was  fetching  a  high  price  and 
purchasers  would  naturally  use  the  story  as  a  means  of  depressing  the  price  they  had 
to  offer.  Krenkel  in  any  case  only  gave  grudging  recognition  to  the  story  and, 
as  we  have  seen,  had  no  intimate  knowledge  of  the  gold  minting  operations.  Coins 
with  the  second  reverse  are  rather  more  common  than  those  with  the  first,16  leading 
me  to  suspect  that  the  new  die  was  brought  into  use  on  the  occasion  of  the  move 
from  Tabora  to  Lulanguru.  Production  figures  given  by  Schumacher  are  as  follows : —

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The  transfer  to  Lulanguru  took  place  at  the  end  of  June.  Following  my  suggestion, 
therefore,  some  6,395  may  have  been  struck  with  the  first  die,  and  9,803  with  the 
second. 

What  happened  at  the  end  ?  The  British  forces  had  broken  through  to  the  central 
railway  line  to  the  east  of  Tabora,  capturing  Dodoma  on  July  29th,  and  the  Belgians 
were  advancing  from  the  west.  After  fighting  had  occurred  at  Urambo,  Tabora  fell 
on  September  19th.  Schumacher  himself  brought  the  last  1,500  pieces  struck  from 
Lulanguru  and  delivered  them  to  the  D.O.A.  Bank  at  Tabora.  They  were 
immediately  issued  across  the  counter.  The  balance  of  uncoined  gold,  some  200  kg. 18 
by  Schumacher’s  reckoning,  was  “  sold  to  a  rich  Arab,”  than  which,  we  may  agree,  no 
better  means  of  keeping  it  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Allies  could  have  been  devised. 
Schumacher  buried  the  dies  the  night  before  being  captured  by  the  Belgians.19 

The  coin  rapidly  acquired  value  as  a  collector’s  item  and  souvenir.  Schumacher 
himself  was  closely  questioned  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  the  gold  by  the  Belgians 
but  contrived  to  carry  40  of  the  coins  away  with  him.  Of  these,  39  were  taken  off 
him,  he  says,  at  New  Scotland  Yard  where  he  was  further  interrogated  prior  to 
repatriation  as  a  non-combattant.  The  wife  of  the  German  Governor,  Frau  Schnee, 
was  less  fortunate.  She  writes  that  200  francs  were  soon  being  paid  for  the  coin, 
and  she  was  not  permitted  to  carry  any  away  with  her. 

The  Tabora  15  rupee  piece  cannot  be  considered  a  great  numismatic  rarity,  but 
that  does  not  mean  it  is  easy  to  acquire.  I  doubt  whether  it  circulated  a  great  deal; 
it  is  far  more  likely  that  during  the  period  of  its  currency  it  was  hoarded  as  often  as 
were  the  coins  it  was  designed  to  supplement.  Thereafter,  as  a  curio,  it  was  sought  by 
many  people  besides  coin  collectors.  With  its  rough  fabric  and  low  gold  content 
bullion  merchants  would  have  hesitated  to  pay  well  or  readily  for  it  as  gold;  this 
would  tend  to  save  it  from  the  melting  pot.  But  it  is  a  most  historical  coin.  Ignoring 
commemorative,  presentation  and  prestige  pieces,  Tanganyika  can,  I  think,  claim  that 
at  Tabora  gold  coins  were  minted  for  general  circulation  for  the  last  time  in  history. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  all  those  who 
helped  me  in  the  research  which  led  to  the  writing  of  this  paper;  in  particular  my 
thanks  are  due  to  the  Hon.  Editor  of  Tanganyika  Notes  &  Records ,  published  in 
Dar  es  Salaam  (Number  62,  March  1964),  for  permission  to  reprint  it  here. 

1  The  precise  quantity  is  difficult  to  establish.  The  Sekenke  bullion  contained  as  much  as  a 
fifth  in  weight  of  silver,  and  it  is  not  clear  whether  the  expressions  used — “  Sekenke  gold  ” 
“  raw  gold  ”  and  “  bullion  ” — are  meant  to  include  this  extra  weight.  Schumacher  used 
87.077  kilos  of  fine  gold  and  says  he  left  “  200  kilos  ”  uncoined.  Governor  Schnee  speaks  of 
enough  gold  to  strike  one  million  marks’  worth  of  coins,  while  his  wife  and  Krenkel  refer  to 
enough  bullion  to  strike  half  a  million  (sc.  rupees’)  worth  of  coins.  The  Tanganyika  Handbook 
1930,  quoting  a  return  submitted  on  6.6.1916  by  the  Bank,  gives  “  250  kilos  approx, 
worth  Rs  521,400.”  At  the  tariff  and  fineness  fixed,  this  was  in  fact  enough  for  only  868,000 
marks  worth  of  coins. 

2  Five  paper  rupees  were  being  given  for  one  of  silver  (Krenkel). 

3  The  minting  of  hellers  got  under  way  first,  commencing  in  February.  During  the  whole 
period  of  its  operation,  up  to  mid-September,  the  Tabora  mint  turned  out  1,634,700  twenty- 
heller,  302,000  five-heller  and  16,198  fifteen  rupee  coins,  making  a  grand  total  of  585,010.

14  The  first  description  of  the  coin  to  be  published  outside  Tanganyika  appeared  in  Spink’s 
Numismatic  Circular  in  London  in  March  1917.  It  carries  an  illustration  of  the  coin  which 
is  beyond  doubt  taken  from  the  second  version.

Disposal  of  Coins  and  Coin  Hoards.  (1).  The  editor  in  the  December  Bulletin 
made  some  very  provocative  statements  and  so  opened  the  way  for  a  few  remarks  on  the 
subject  of  the  disposal  of  Roman  coins.  One  or  two  of  my  ideas  have  slipped  out  before 
firstly  in  the  last  part  of  an  article  on  Coins  and  Archaeology,  and  in  answer  to  another  article 
on  the  same  subject,  but  I  have  not  had  to  set  out  ideas  in  order  before. 

In  the  first  place  these  remarks  are  restricted  to  coins  found  in  Britain,  and  secondly  they 
apply  particularly  to  any  found  in  an  archaeological  setting.  I  suppose  I  must  speak  as  one 
of  the  25  supposed  students  of  Roman  coins,  although  I  should  not  be  in  the  least  surprised  if 
some  others  had  very  different  views. 

There  is  no  justification  at  all  for  the  excessively  liberal  view  which  the  editor  put  forward. 
Coins  found  in  Britain  are  the  responsibility  of  archaeologists  and  numismatists  not  collectors. 
They  are  historical  documents,  and  no  one  has  ever  suggested  distributing  the  contents  of 
the  Public  Record  Office  on  the  assumption  that  they  hold  too  many  documents  which  are 
almost  identical.  Collectors  may  well  benefit  from  coins  which  have  lost  any  archaeological 
value  by  passing  from  hand  to  hand  and  country  to  country  but  it  would  completely  disregard 
the  needs  of  students  in  time  to  come  if  they  had  any  say  in  the  disposal  of  modern  finds  which 
still  retain  their  associations  with  a  specific  find  spot  in  space  and  time. 

There  is  in  fact  no  need  for  the  suggestion  that  modern  finds  should  be  handed  out  to 
collectors  and  lost.  I  constructed  a  collection  which  represented  the  main  stages  of  Roman 
coinage  by  working  over  the  oddments  boxes  of  several  firms,  the  one  on  the  third  floor  of 
65  not  least.  Most  of  these  coins  came  definitely  from  around  the  Mediterranean,  as  their 
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mint  marks  shewed,  so  that  I  was  able  to  learn  the  basis  of  Roman  coinage  from  coins  that 
were  useless  to  the  archaeologist.  A  person  can  then  learn  his  coins  without  harming  archaeology 
and  put  his  knowledge  to  very  good  use  later  on. 

1  he  editor  can  hardly  have  been  serious  when  he  suggested  that  25  students  were  less 
important  than  a  thousand  collectors.  The  collector,  if  he  is  not  also  a  student  actually 
producing  some  useful  new  knowledge  to  add  to  his  subject  is  on  the  same  level  as  a  boy 
amassing  conkers.  The  non-student  collector  is  in  a  worse  position  than  the  boy,  and  far 
more  of  a  menace,  for  no  one  has  any  special  use  for  conkers,  and  they  will  rot  quickly  if 
not  hoarded,  but  the  coins  which  form  the  basis  of  a  collection  are,  in  this  particular  case , 
actually  wanted  elsewhere.  Some  coins  will  be  collected  for  their  intrinsic  beauty,  perhaps  a 
tetradrachm  by  Kimon,  but  few  people  are  going  to  fight  over  Roman  Imperial  coins  found  in 
Britain.  The  editor  mentioned  coins  which  are  collected  for  their  rarity.  These  can  be 
of  little  use  in  training  the  student  since  he  is  unlikely  to  meet  them  in  his  work,  and  all  the 
reference  material  he  needs  should  be  available  to  all  in  as  many  museums  as  possible.  To 
suggest  that  collectors  should  be  allowed  to  break  up  a  hoard  simply  because  the  coins  are 
rare  and  others  would  not  have  them  is  to  pander  to  the  very  worst  side  of  a  collector’s  nature. 

Now  after  overstating  the  case  for  students  to  balance  the  earlier  overstatement  in  favour 
of  collectors,  who  after  all  indirectly  keep  the  Bulletin  and  Seaby’s  in  existence,  there  is  one 
serious  point  which  must  be  made.  It  is  the  fault  of  those  of  us  who  do  report  on  finds  and 
hoards  that  we  are  no  where  near  good  enough  at  our  job.  This  is  not  completely  our  fault 
for  we  still  lack  a  complete  set  of  reference  books  on  which  we  can  rely.  The  gap  from 
294  to  324  as  far  as  bronze  and  copper  coins  are  concerned  is  still  unfilled,  and  the  position 
is  far  worse  for  silver  and  gold.  At  present  we  have  no  simple  method  of  recording  hoards 
completely  even  as  far  as  the  actual  types  represented.  This  only  takes  account  of  the  regular 
coins  found.  For  an  irregular  coin  we  are  completely  at  sea,  and  have  to  rely  on  very  inaccurate 
and  unscientific  sorting  simply  by  eye.  The  tragedy  is  that  we  still  have  no  idea  what  know¬ 
ledge  could  be  extracted  from  coins  if  only  we  set  our  minds  to  work.  For  one  thing,  what 
is  a  hoard  ?  Should  all  hoards  fit  into  one  definition  ?  Are  they  all  for  instance  samples  of 
the  current  coinage  withdrawn  from  circulation  at  one  moment  in  time  ?  If  not,  how  many  of 
them  are  ?  Are  they  the  product  of  years  of  saving  ?  If  so  how  many  years,  and  how  can 
we  tell  ? 

What  can  irregular  coins  tell  us  ?  How  local  was  their  manufacture,  or  how  widespread  ? 
How  are  the  coins  of  different  periods  related  in  value  ?  What  do  the  presence  or  absence  of 
particular  coins  mean  on  any  one  site  ?  What  do  we  mean  when  we  say  that  Winchester 
has  a  peculiarly  high  proportion  of  radiate  coins  ?  What  is  the  normal  proportion  of  any 
one  type  of  coin  ?  Is  there  any  such  idea  or  is  the  whole  business  of  graphs  of  numbers  per 
reign  meaningless  ? 

What  can  wear  on  coins  tell  us  ?  How  long  has  a  coin  been  in  circulation  if  the  legend 
or  type  is  worn  flat  ?  How  can  we  report  on  wear  ?  Only  a  perfect  electrotype  of  every 
coin  found  is  good  enough  to  give  all  this  information  to  future  students  when  they  are  ready 
to  accept  it.  But  even  an  electrotype  is  not  good  enough  for  we  are  only  just  beginning  to 
look  closely  at  the  chemical  composition  of  ordinary  coins,  and  nothing  but  the  original  coin 
will  be  of  any  use  to  future  analysts. 

As  students  we  must  admit  and  keep  in  mind  our  shortcomings,  ploughing  on  through 
the  thousands  of  coins  discovered  and  needing  description  annually,  trying  to  put  some  of 
the  information  in  the  coins  in  to  print  for  general  use.  But  we  cannot  get  everything  out 
of  the  coins  that  are  found  at  the  moment,  and  collectors  must  bear  with  stockpiling  in 
museums  at  least  until  we  have  some  idea  of  what  coins  can  be  made  to  tell  us.  To  lose  any 
archaeological  finds  will  be  a  nuisance,  but  to  lose  hoards  on  which  we  must  rely  in  future 
for  our  definitions  of  “  normal  ”  will  be  a  very  serious  blow  indeed. — Richard  Reece. 

(2).  May  I  comment  on  your  remarks  regarding  coin  hoards  and  the  numismatist  in  the 
December  edition  of  your  Bulletin. 

Hoards — and  especially  large  ones,  like  the  Dorchester  Hoard — present  many  difficulties, 
for  the  interests  of  both  numismatist  and  archaeologist  must  be  reconciled.  Perhaps  the  only 
way  to  bring  this  about  is  to  record  fully  (by  photography)  the  details  of  every  coin  contained 
in  the  hoard,  before  any  move  is  made  to  break  it  up  for  sale  to  dealers  or  collectors.  The 
commoner  coins  ought  certainly  to  be  made  available  for  the  market — a  U.S.  market,  one 
wonders,  for  the  sparkle  of  “  good  English  money  ”  seems  somewhat  outshone  by  the  dazzling 
lustre  of  Greenbacks  these  days;  while  rarer  items  gre  committed  to  the  care  of  museums, 
where  they  may  be  seen  by  all  and  studied — if  necessary — by  experts. 

Coins  safely  lodged  in  museums  are  available  to  the  expert  for  study,  whereas  the  private  col¬ 
lection  is  lovingly  cared  for  by  a  single  numismatist,  and  is  open  only  to  himself  or  his  colleagues. 
Moreover,  should  such  a  collector  have  a  rare  item,  is  he  likely  to  publish  his  information  ? 
Coins  in  a  private  collection  are  truly  “  buried  ” — just  as  if  they  had  remained  in  an  unfound 
hoard  for  another  generation. 
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The  state  of  numismatic  research  in  this  country  is  a  disgrace.  Only  through  greater 
co-operation  between  all  classes  of  numismatists  and  archaeologists  can  this  situation  be 
remedied.  If  rare  coins  from  interesting  iind-spots  are  allowed  to  go  unrecorded,  then  the 
whole  basis  of  future  study  will  be  undermined. 

You  say  there  are  1025  collectors  of  Roman  coins,  and  that  of  this  number  only  25  are 
“students.”  Surely  the  other  1000  take  more  than  a  passing  interest  in  their  coins? — 
I.  L.  Donnachie. 

(3).  I  think  that  there  is  a  surprising  lack  of  co-operation  between  the  archaeologist 
and  the  numismatist.  I  find  that  the  archaeologist  is  interested  only  in  the  dating  value  of 
a  coin,  and  not  in  the  beauty  of  the  piece  itself,  and  similarly,  the  numismatist  very  often 
cannot  see  more  besides  the  initial  mark  on  the  coin  and  cares  little  about  the  people  who 
used  it. 

In  the  case  of  disposal  of  coins,  I  think  that  both  sides  are  being  selfish.  Being  an  amateur 
archaeologist  and  numismatist  myself,  I  wonder  which  side  I’d  take  should  I  ever  discover  a 
hoard  of  coins.  I  think  that  I’d  drop  both  interests  should  it  happen!  In  the  meantime, 
I  come  out  on  the  side  of  the  person  who,  after  properly  cataloguing  the  duplicate  coins  in 
your  imaginary  hoard,  put  them  up  for  sale,  provided  that  a  condition  of  sale  was  that  the 
whereabouts  of  the  coins  were  known.  Then,  in  the  case  of  some  cataclysm  destroying  the 
museum,  there  would  be  specimens  to  fall  back  on. — J.  McLean. 

The  1913  Penny.  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  was  very  much  interested  in  the  letter  of 
Bernard  S.  Nichols  with  regard  to  the  die-pairings  of  the  1913  Penny.  Being  little  more 
than  a  novice  as  yet,  I  am  not  too  familiar  with  die  varieties  and  so  must  rely  on  a  most 
careful  scrutiny  of  all  my  coins  and  then  classify  them  to  my  own  satisfaction.  By  this  means 
I  was  able  to  notice  the  two  reverse  varieties  although  by  a  different  method,  the  trident 
held  by  Britannia  differs  in  its  position  where  it  rests  on  the  knee.  The  1910  variety  has  the 
trident  resting  on  top  of  a  fold  in  the  drapery,  whereas  the  1913  modified  version  shows  the 
trident  resting  to  the  left  of  the  drape  fold.  This  point  I  was  able  to  notice  more  distinctly, 
(the  extra  ripples  cannot  always  be  seen  on  a  worn  coin  and  I’m  not  expert  enough  to  distinguish 
the  difference  in  the  helmet  plumes)  even  on  a  coin  that  was  considerably  worn. 

With  the  Colon  varieties  I  had  a  little  more  trouble  in  sorting  out  the  two  obverses,  I  had 
to  resort  to  a  glass  before  I  could  be  certain  which  was  which,  and  then  only  after  a  lengthy 
examination.  As  regards  to  the  scarcity  of  the  two  varieties.  I  would  not  like  to  comment 
other  than  to  say  that  I  have  four  sets  of  the  two  varieties  mentioned. 

My  thanks  to  Mr.  Nichols  for  his  enlightenment  on  this  subject,  I  dare  say  it  will  help 
quite  a  few  collectors  who  like  myself  have  not  Mr.  Peck’s  Catalogue  to  refer  to. — L.  C.  V Anson. 

The  Naval  L.S.  and  G.C.  Medal.  I  was  most  interested  in  the  article  on  the  Naval 
Long  Service  and  Good  Conduct  medal  in  the  current  issue  of  your  Bulletin.  It  is  stated 
“  that  apparently  all  the  medals  with  the  wide  suspender  are  engraved  with  the  length  of 
service.” 

I  possess  a  Victorian  issue  of  this  medal  with  the  wide  suspender  and  it  just  bears  the  name 
of  the  recipient  and  that  of  the  8th  of  his  10  ships.  He  served  on  this  ship  from  April  5th, 
1838,  to  June  1st,  1843.  On  the  latter  date  he  had  served  over  26£  years  as  he  had  joined 
H.M.S.  Conqueror  (a  3rd  rate  of  74  guns)  on  November  20th,  1816,  as  an  Ordinary  Seaman, 
“  Off  Smuggler  ”  probably  “  prest.” 

The  recipient  continued  to  serve  until  he  was  finally  discharged  on  September  6th,  1849. 
He  also  has  a  medal  for  the  China  War  of  1842  which  also  bears  the  name  of  his  8th  ship 
(H.M.S.  Cruizer,  16  guns,  sloop  rigged  as  ship,  with  flush  decks.  It  became  a  brig  later), 
which  was  on  the  China  Station  from  1839  to  1842. — Brian  G.  Lane. 

The  Coinage  of  Nicholas  II.  In  the  addenda  to  the  article  on  the  coinage  of  Nicholas  II 
(printed  in  November)  I  inadvertently  left  out  the  following  statement:  “  In  the  case  of  the 
Romanov  Tercentenary  Rouble  of  1913,  the  variety  is  not  a  plain-edged  piece  (as  incorrectly 
stated  in  the  article)  but  rather  that  some  of  the  pieces  are  in  lower  relief  than  others.” — R.  W. 
Julian. 

Private  Enterprise  at  80.  Even  the  Royal  Mint  admitted  that  James  Steele’s  home¬ 
made  florins  were  of  excellent  quality.  The  only  discernible  difference  from  genuine  two- 
shilling  pieces  was  that  the  florins  had  two  grooves  less  on  the  milled  edge. 

Altogether,  80-year-old  Steele  made  14,000  florins  to  supplement  his  old-age  pension. 
And  he  heard  the  tribute  to  his  craftsmanship  at  an  Edinburgh  court  yesterday  when  he  was 
jailed  for  two  years  on  counterfeiting  charges. 

It  was  stated  that  materials  for  producing  the  florins  were  found  when  police  searched 
Steele’s  home  in  Caledonian  Road,  Edinburgh.  Said  Mr.  F.  W.  O’Brien,  Q.C:  “  Specimens 
were  sent  to  the  Royal  Mint  whose  experts  reported  that  the  counterfeits  are  of  excellent 
quality,  produced  by  an  expert  craftsman.” — The  Sun,  11  th  December ,  1964. 
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A  Greek  City  in  Afghanistan.  M.  Daniel  Schlumberger  has  just  announced  his  third 
great  discovery  since  he  has  been  head  of  the  French  archaeological  mission  in  Afghanistan: 
a  Greek  city  dating  from  the  third  century  b.c.  and  destroyed  about  130  b.c. 

The  city  was  not  rebuilt  and  this  leaves  hope  that  the  ground  plan  and  many  other  details 
will  be  intact.  The  year  130  b.c.  marks  the  disappearance  of  the  Greek  colonists  installed 
by  Alexander  the  Great  in  Central  Asia,  where  they  had  survived  as  a  considerable  power, 
and  the  rise  of  the  Parthians  who  had  driven  the  Greeks  out  of  Persia  a  century  before.  For 
another  half  century  the  Greeks  survived  in  Southern  Afghanistan  and  neighbouring  areas 
of  India. 

The  modern  name  of  the  city  discovered  is  Ai-Khanoun.  It  is  situated  at  the  meeting 
place  of  the  rivers  Kokcha  and  Oxus  where  the  latter  forms  the  frontier  between  Afghanistan 
and  the  Soviet  Union.  The  site  is  described  as  extensive.  There  is  an  acropolis  on  a  height 
dominating  the  Kokcha  and  an  important  lower  city  with  fortifications  on  the  banks  of  the  Oxus. 

The  first  finds  mark  the  site  of  the  lower  city  as  laid  out  in  blocks,  American  fashion, 
like  all  the  Greek  cities  founded  at  this  period.  It  is  traversed  by  a  principal  street,  about  a 
mile  long,  bordered  by  small  shops.  On  one  side  is  the  dwelling  quarter,  on  the  other  public 
buildings  grouped  round  large  squares.  There  are  many  fragments  of  Greek  pottery  as  well 
as  of  architectural  ornaments  on  the  surface,  in  particular  of  Megaron  bowls  and  Rhodian 
amphorae.  The  pottery  is  thus  typical  of  the  contemporary  Greek  world. 

This  will  be  the  first  site  of  Greek  origin  discovered  and  excavated  in  Afghanistan.  Kan¬ 
dahar  is  also  believed  to  be  of  Greek  origin  but  has  not  been  excavated.  M.  Schlumberger’s 
other  two  discoveries  have  been  the  ruined  palace  of  Mahmoud  of  Ghazni,  Moslem  conqueror 
of  Northern  India  about  A.D.  1000,  and  the  immense  sanctuary  of  the  Kushan  kings,  also 
near  the  Oxus. 

The  third  discovery  of  M.  Schlumberger  brings  us  back  to  a  still  earlier  phase  of  civilisation 
in  Northern  Afghanistan.  That  the  Greeks  had  ruled  this  area  was  of  course  well  known, 
but  though  their  coins  had  been  discovered  at  intervals  this  is  the  first  time  that  their  dwellings 
and  place  of  worship  have  come  to  light. — The  Guardian,  1st  January,  1965.

BELL,  R.  C.  Copper  Commercial  Coins  1811-1819. 

The  trade  tokens  of  the  eighteenth  century  were  more  than  pieces  for  exchange,  they  were 
beautifully  designed,  many  of  them  works  of  art,  demonstrating  now  the  leisured  graces  of 
an  earlier  age  lingered  on  at  the  beginning  of  the  Industrial  Revolution.  By  the  nineteenth 
century,  however,  life  had  changed,  and  with  it  the  tokens.  The  classical  style,  the  pious 
maxims  are  replaced  by  engravings  of  factories,  furnaces  and  tools;  great  thick  pennies  as 
heavy  and  hard  as  some  of  the  hearts  of  the  mill  owners.  All  the  same,  what  these  pieces 
lose  in  artistic  merit  they  gain  in  historic  interest  by  reason  of  the  extraordinary  detail  of  the 
buildings  and  machinery  portrayed  on  them.  It  is  possible  to  see  at  a  glance  what  these 
prototypes  of  our  modem  factories  were  like.  Forges,  pumping  engines  and  primitive  conveyor 
belts  are  all  shown  down  to  the  last  nut  and  bolt. 

However,  we  must  not  forget  that  these  fascinating  buildings  were  truly  the  “  dark, 
satannic  mills  ”  where  workers  died  from  lead  poisoning  and  other  industrial  sicknesses 
like  flies;  wdiere  children  from  six  years  old  worked  a  tw'elve  hour  day.  It  is  said  that  from 
four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  crying  of  the  younger  children  drowned  the  noise  of  the 
machines.  Nevertheless,  these  factories  were  considered  the  wonder  of  the  western  world  for 
more  than  half  a  century.  An  American  visitor  gazing  round  the  1851  Exhibition  was  heard 
to  exclaim:  “  What  marvels  are  here!  In  our  poor  country  wre  are  only  farmers,  we  can 
never  hope  to  achieve  anything  so  magnificent.” 

Mr.  Bell  in  the  admirable  second  volume  of  his  wrork  on  commercial  copper  once  more 
gives  us  much  additional  information  and  many  interesting  side-lights  on  these  tokens  which 
should  prove  of  great  interest  not  only  to  collectors,  but  to  all  students  of  our  industrial  era. 
In  fact  this  book  is  a  vital  addition  to  any  library.  There  is  only  one  fault,  while  the  photo¬ 
graphic  illustrations  are  better  than  those  of  the  previous  volume,  they  still  do  not  do  real 
justice  to  their  subject. — M.E.B.

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Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  ordinary  meeting  held  on 
18th  November,  1964,  Mr.  H.  de  S.  Shortt  exhibited  some 
coins  of  the  Western  Satraps  and  related  rulers  in 
connection  with  the  paper  on  “  The  coinage  of  the 
Western  Satraps  ”  read  by  Dr.  D.  W.  MacDowall. 

Dr.  D.  W.  MacDowall  examined  the  recent  theory  of 
Dr.  Pirenne  that  the  Periplus  and  the  Ksaharata 
satrap  Nahapana  belong  to  a.d.  225/230.  He  argued 
that  the  features  of  the  coinage  of  Nahapana  show  that 
he  belongs  to  the  period  of  Castana,  a  century  before 
this  date.  But  there  is  nothing  to  support  the  traditional 
view  that  the  silver  coinage  of  Castana  follows  that  of 
Nahapana.  On  the  contrary  Nahapana  seems  to  have 
risen  to  power  at  the  expense  of  Castana;  the  Andhra 
king  Gantamiputra  Satakarni  overthrew  Nahapana; 
and  Rudradaman  restored  the  fortunes  of  the  dynasty 
of  Castana  by  expelling  the  Andhras.  The  Periplus  can 
therefore  be  dated  c.  a.d.  120-130. 

London  Num.  Club.  At  the  meeting  on  4th 
November,  Mr.  Philip  Whitting,  G.M.,  B.A.,  spoke  on 
“  Some  Reverse  Types  on  Byzantine  Solidi.”  Intro¬ 
ducing  the  subject,  he  remarked  that  the  Byzantine 
coinage  had  until  recently  been  much  neglected  through 
misunderstanding  and  lack  of  knowledge :  in  particular 
the  reverses  had  received  much  less  attention  than  the 
obverses.  This,  he  said,  was  a  pity  since  they  are  of 
great  interest.  In  the  early  period  they  resemble  the 
late  Roman  Imperial  reverses,  being  often  crudely 
inspired  and  showing  little  evidence  of  the  change  from 
paganism  to  Christianity.  The  figure  of  Victoria 
continued  to  appear  as  previously  down  to  the  reign  of 
Justin  I  (518-527)  but  then  appears  to  change  sex  and 
from  then  on  probably  represents  St.  Michael  or  an 
angel.  A  century  and  a  half  later  the  “  cross  potent  ” 
(cross  on  steps)  design  was  introduced  by  Tiberius  II 
(578-582)  and  this  continued  with  breaks  in  the  series 
down  to  the  middle  of  the  eighth  century:  the  reason 
for  introducing  this  type  has  still  to  be  clarified.  The 
reign  of  Justinian  II  brought  much  controversy, 
religious,  political  and  artistic  into  public  life,  and 
this  is  reflected  clearly  in  the  reverses  on  the  coinage. 
A  bust  of  Christ  first  appears  in  this  reign — on  the 
obverse — and  the  Emperor’s  effigy  retreats  to  the 
reverse,  a  phenomenon  that  appears  repeatedly  in  the 
coinages  of  the  following  centuries.  That  this  was 
deliberate  policy  is  evidenced  in  the  inscriptions  of 
Alexius  I  (1081-1118)  which  have  the  imperial  name 
and  titles  in  the  dative  case  following  the  obverse 
legend  “  May  the  Lord  help  .  .  .”  During  the  icono¬ 
clastic  period  between  726  (Leo  III)  and  843  (Michael 
III)  the  reverses  of  the  gold  coins  are  devoted  almost 
entirely  to  representations  of  the  Imperial  family  and 
sometimes  as  many  as  five  of  them  appear  on  one  coin 
as  e.g.  the  Solidi  of  Constantine  VI  which  show  the 
entire  dynasty — the  Emperor  himself,  his  mother  Irene, 
his  great-grandfather  Leo  III,  his  grandfather  Con¬ 
stantine  V  and  his  father  Leo  IV.  After  the  settlement 
of  the  controversy  the  bust  of  Christ  re-appears  ; 
presumably  on  the  obverse  with  the  Emperor  appearing 
on  the  reverse  although  this  has  not  been  finally 
proved.  Mr.  Whitting’s  lecture  was  illustrated  with 
some  excellent  slides  and  a  selection  of  pieces  provided 
by  members  of  the  Club. 

The  London  Numismatic  Club  meets  at  St.  Bride’s 
Institute  at  6.30  p.m.  and  the  following  dates  have 
been  arranged  for  1965  :  Feb.  3,  Mar.  4,  Apr.  6, 
May  5,  June  10,  July  6,  Aug  11,  Sept.  9,  Oct.  5,  Nov.  3, 
Dec.  9.  Interested  visitors  always  welcome. 

British  Num.  Soc.  The  Anniversary  Meeting 
of  the  Society  was  held  on  St.  Andrew’s  Day,  30th, 
November  1964.  Before  the  meeting,  the  President 
Mr.  C.  Wilson  Peck  asked  members  to  stand  in  silence 
for  a  few  moments  in  memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Walker, 
Keeper  of  Coins  in  the  British  Museum.  The  President 
presented  the  Buxton  Prize  to  Mr.  D.  Fearon,  for 
his  paper  on  General  Gordon’s  Khartoum  Star. 

In  his  annual  address,  the  President  first  mentioned 
the  loss  that  the  Society  had  sustained  by  the  death 
of  the  two  eminent  numismatists,  Dr.  Mattingly  and 
Dr.  Walker.  A  third  death  was  that  of  Major  Youde, 
a  former  Member  of  Council.  After  speaking  of  the 
state  of  the  Society,  the  President  went  on  to  survey 
activities  in  the  numismatic  world  in  1964,  including 


published  works,  and  progress  in  excavations.  Finally, 
Mr.  Peck  gave  his  views  on  the  need  for  more  research 
on  the  milled  series.  This  had  been  much  neglected. 
What  was  wanted  was  a  team  to  work  on  this  series, 
corresponding  to  the  team  that  had  done  such  fine 
work  on  the  Anglo  Saxon  series.  A  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  President  was  proposed  by  the  former  President 
Mr.  Derek  Allen. 

Orders  &  .Medals  Research  Soc.  It  was  with 
much  pleasure  that  we  welcomed  Mr.  Tilling  to  talk  on 
“  Heraldry  and  Medals  ”  at  the  November  meeting. 
After  a  brief  description  of  a  coat  of  arms  he  described 
how  different  degrees  were  indicated  by  changes 
in  the  style  and  position  of  the  helmet,  the  addition 
of  supporters,  etc.  Anybody  entitled  to  bear  Arms 
could  display  in  his  coat  of  arms  any  Order,  Decoration 
or  Medal  he  may  have  been  awarded  but  generally 
speaking  it  is  the  practice  in  English  heraldry  to 
display  only  orders  and  to  limit  these  to  three.  Knights 
of  the  three  senior  Orders,  the  Garter,  Thistle  and 
St.  Patrick  and  Knights  Grand  Cross  of  other  Orders 
are  entitled  to  surround  their  shields  with  a  circlet 
in  the  predominate  colours  of  the  Order  and  outside 
that  the  Collar  of  the  Order  with  the  badge  pendant 
therefrom.  A  Knight  Commander  would  utilise  only 
the  circlet,  while  Companions  simply  suspend  the 
badge  below  the  shield .  In  a  similar  way  any  Decorations 
or  medals  awarded  could  also  be  displayed  Early  in  the 
nineteenth  century  it  was  occasionally  the  practice 
to  incorporate  the  Gold  Peninsular  Crosses  or  Aledals 
and  the  Gold  Naval  Aledals  in  the  Coat  of  Arms 
either  actually  on  the  shield  itself  or  on  the  supporters. 
Other  medals  are  also  to  be  found  displayed  in  this 
way.  It  is  hoped  to  give  a  fuller  account  in  a 
subsequent  Journal  of  this  most  interesting  talk. 

The  next  meeting  will  be  at  the  H.Q.  of  the  M.H.S. 
on  30th  January,  1965,  and  it  is  hoped  that  as  many 
members  as  possible  will  bring  something  of  interest 
and  say  a  few  words  about  them.

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland  :  Northern  Branch. 

Aieetings  were  held  at  the  Ulster  Aluseum  on  the 
evenings  of  13th  November  and  4th  December.  To 
the  first  of  these  members  brought  coins  and  medals 
to  show  in  the  special  display,  under  the  title  “  Fav¬ 
ourite  Portraits,”  held  in  the  Belfast  Room  over  the 
Christmas  holidays.  A  quiz  was  also  organised  at 
the  November  meeting.  Twenty  coins,  tokens  and 
medals  from  the  Aluseum  cabinet  were  displayed 
and  numbered,  members  being  invited  to  write  down 
on  special  forms  provided,  six  answers  about  each, 
a  total  of  120  marks  being  possible.  Dr.  T.  S.  Agnew 
proved  and  easy  winner  but  on  handicap  was  just 
defeated  by  A.  J.  Chaeseman,  one  of  the  junior  members, 
with  an  excellent  entry  of  97 J  marks.  The  prize  was 
a  large-sized  Victoria  Diamond  Jubilee  bronze  medal. 

In  December  the  first  Annual  General  .Meeting  of 
the  Society  took  place.  It  was  attended  by  some 
31  persons.  The  Secretary  reported  that  membership 
was  steadily  increasing  an  encouraging  feature  being 
the  number  of  junior  members  who  had  joined  the 
Society  in  recent  months.  Eight  meetings  had  been 
arranged  during  the  year,  and  there  had  been  a  very 
successful  combined  trip  of  the  two  branches  to  Dublin 
and  Clongoes  Wood  School  in  September.  After  the 
formal  business  an  auction  mart  was  held,  only  paid-up 
members  of  the  Society  being  permitted  to  take  part. 
One  of  the  most  interesting  lots  was  a  complete  set 
of  Victorian  bronze  pennies  from  1860  to  1901, 
including  the  rare  1869  issue. 

Leicester  &  Dist.  Num.  Soc.  A  numismatic  society 
has  recently  been  formed  in  Leicester,  and  any  collectors 
who  may  be  interested  should  write  to  the  Honorary 
Secretary,  J.  F  L.  Norwood,  AJuseum  and  Art  Gallery, 
New  Walk,  Leicester. 
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Reading  Coin  Club.  The  November  meeting 
was  held  in  the  Reading  Art  Gallery  and  was  devoted 
to  a  display  of  coins,  tokens  and  medals  from  the 
Museum  Collections.  An  audience  of  17  heard 
Mr.  Gwatkin,  the  Director  of  the  Museum  and  Art 
Gallery,  give  an  introductory  talk  on  the  way  museums 
acquire  material  and  what  they  do  with  it.  Early 
acquisitions  were  often  poorly  described  or  catalogued — 
the  Bland  collection  which  was  listed  on  2i  pages 
only,  took  up  a  space  of  60  ft.  X  20  ft.  for  its  display ! 
In  consequence  the  museum  staff  had  a  great  backlog 
of  classification  and  cataloguing  and  very  little  time 
available  to  spare.  Mr.  Gwatkin  mentioned  that 
two  members  of  the  club  had  made  a  start  on  listing 
the  coin  collections  and  said  that  he  would  be  grateful 
for  any  further  help.  The  coins  were  there  to  be 
studied  and  members  would  be  welcome  to  come  and 
inspect  in  detail  any  in  which  they  were  interested. 

Mr.  Wymer,  the  Museum  Archeologist,  then 
described  the  collections  in  more  detail.  The  main 
item  was  the  Silchester  collection  containing  12,555 
Roman  coins  and  the  most  important  Roman  col¬ 
lection  in  the  country.  Most  of  these  had  been  found 
when  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  London  had 
excavated  the  whole  of  Silchester.  They  had  been 
arranged  by  Mr.  Joyce,  antiquary  to  the  Duke  of 
Wellington  and  were  on  permanent  loan  to  the  Museum. 

There  was  also  a  fairly  complete  collection  of 
Berkshire  tokens  and  Mr.  Wymer  appealed  for  members 
help  in  finding  the  few  missing  items.  There  was 
also  an  unusually  large  collection  of  gaming  counters 
and  jettons,  a  good  series  of  medals  and  a  representative 
display  of  electrotypes  of  Greek  coins.  A  large 
collection  of  the  various  items  was  on  show  including 
several  interesting  and  valuable  English  Gold  Coins. 

A  most  interesting  evening  concluded  with  an 
impromptu  tour  of  the  Silchester  Gallery  with 
Mr.  Gwatkin  giving  a  fascinating  discourse  on  the 
everyday  life  of  Silchester. 

The  December  Meeting  was  an  evening  devoted  to 
beginners  and  their  problems  and  produced  our  best 
attendance  so  far  with  19  members  and  two  visitors. 
The  programme  was  built  around  five  short  talks 
each  given  by  a  member  of  the  committee  and  entitled 
“  How  to  Begin,”  “  Medals  and  Medallions.”  “  The 
Royal  Mint,”  “  History  and  Coins,”  “  Proof  Sets  and 
Maundy  Money.”  Between  the  talks  there  was 
ample  time  to  inspect  and  discuss  the  large  and  varied 
collection  of  coins  put  on  display  by  the  more  experi¬ 
enced  collectors.  This  included  a  fine  selection  of 
hammered  gold  pieces  in  beautiful  condition,  many 
unusual  and  rare  Charles  I  silver  coins  and  siege  pieces, 
mint  specimens  of  £5  and  £2  gold  coins  and  a  good 
selection  of  modern  European  coinage. 

It  was  announced  that  the  club  now  had  a  more 
permanent  headquarters  at  the  Reading  Museum  by 
the  courtesy  of  the  Director,  Mr.  T.  L.  Gwatkin.

Wessex  Num.  Soc.  “  The  History  of  the  coinage 
of  Britain  ”  was  the  subject  of  the  Paper  illustrated 
with  slides  that  Dr.  E.  Burstal  gave  before  the  members 
of  this  Society  at  their  December  meeting. 

Dealing  first  with  the  ancient  Britons  it  was  mentioned 
that  iron  bars  of  varying  weights  were  the  earliest  form 
of  monetary  currency,  which  gave  way  to  a  crude  form 


of  cast  bronze  and  tin  coinage.  The  Gauls  copied 
the  Greek  Staters  of  Phillip  of  Macedon,  and  we  in 
turn  made  copies  of  the  Gaulish  imitations,  the  result 
being  an  almost  indistinguishable  horse  and  chariot 
on  the  reverse,  and  an  indistinct  head  on  the  obverse. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Romans,  a  plentiful  supply 
of  whose  coins  have  come  down  to  us  to-day,  we 
have  many  finely  executed  pieces  which  were  struck 
at  the  mints  of  both  London  and  Colchester. 

When  the  Romans  left  Britain  in  about  400  a.d.  a 
mixed  race  of  Romano-British  were  left,  who,  in  their 
struggle  for  survival,  established  several  independent 
kingdoms,  but  left  no  intelligible  coinage.  However, 
from  a.d.  600  a  copious  issue  of  “  Sceats  ”  in  both 
silver  and  bronze  were  issued,  together  with  a  scanty 
supply  of  gold  “  Thrysmae,”  the  latter  are  regarded 
as  the  first  Anglo-Saxon  coinage. 

During  the  ninth  century  Britain  had  several  small 
kingdoms,  and  so  began  the  issue  of  the  silver  pennies, 
and  although  very  poor  by  way  of  portraiture,  the 
lettering  and  neatness  of  design  is  most  striking. 
Throughout  the  Norman  period  pennies  were  the 
sole  coins  minted  for  currency. 

Edward  III  introduced  the  first  gold  pieces,  these 
were  called  “  Florins  ”  and  they  have  their  fractions, 
they  were  soon  superseded  by  Nobles  and  their  parts. 
These  latter  coins  show  the  King  crowned,  standing 
in  a  ship,  representing  Britain’s  power  on  the  seas. 

The  first  coins  to  bear  a  true  likeness  of  the  monarch 
are  said  to  date  from  the  time  of  Henry  VII,  and  the 
extent  of  the  coinage  had  grown  from  one  silver  piece 
to  no  less  than  eleven  in  the  time  of  Elizabeth  1st, 
plus  some  other  nine  denominations  in  gold.  Apart 
from  special  pieces  such  as  “  Siege  ”  items  that  w'ere 
struck  during  the  Civil  War,  for  odd  amounts  such 
as  (9d.  or  silver  pounds  and  10  shillings,  the  coinage 
has  been  maintained  to  that  which  we  know  to-day. 

The  slides  which  added  great  interest  to  this  subject 
covered  items  from  most  reigns,  and  their  excellence 
made  viewing  a  real  pleasure.
